I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my 

Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  3^955*  The  birth 
rate  and  the  death  rate  are  very  similar  to  those  for  England  and  Wales  at; 
15*6  per  1000  popu3_ation  for  the  former  and  at  1U7  per  1000  population 
for  the  latter*  The  infantile  mortality  rate  10*0  per  1000  live  births 
"was  considerably  below  the  national  figure  (24*9)  There  was  an  epidemic 

of  measles'  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  193  cases  being  notified 
compared  with  1 6  in  1954* 


Environmental  hygiene  combines  to 

provide  the  major  problems  in  the  area*,  The  problem  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  in  the  villages  is  well  known  to  the  Council  and  within 
the  limits  of  their  resources,  work  continues  on  individual  schemes* 

With  regard  to  housing,  the  position 
is  most  unsatisfactory*  The  only  progress  during  the  year  towards 
dealing  with  the  problem  of  unfit  houses  was  the  declaration  of  a  small 
clearance  area  in  Leyburn*  The  district  abounds  in  unfit  houses  that 
are  a  menace  to  health,  many  of  them,  should  have  been  demolished  a  generation 
ago.  The  problem  is  not  insuperable,  but  it  requires  to  be  tackled  with 
determination-  an  energetic  attack  could  eliminate  these  slums  within  a 
limited  number  of  years

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Work  was  commenced  on  the  Finghall  Scheme  during  the  year 
and  good  progress  was  made  towards  completion*  A  plan  was  submitted 

by  the  Councils  Consultant  Engineer  to  provide  a  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme  for  Iiarmby  and  Spennithorne  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Ministry*  it  is  hoped  that  a  start  will  be  made  during  1957* 

Although  the  Rural  District  Council  have  provided  a  number 
of  outlying  villages  with  modern  disposal  systems,  a  great  deal  remains  to 
be  done*  Bellerby  is  particularly  bad  and  requires  urgent  attention* 

The  Leyburn  sewage  works  continue  to  produce  a  most 
unsatisfactory  effluent,  due  to  gross  overloading*  The  provision  of  a 
new  works  would  be  more  satisfactory  than  extension  of  the  existing  works*
